A VISIT WITH MARTTI LANE OH2BH

The idea of visiting the "Baltic's" / Scandinavia has always 
appealed to me. It was certainly on my ‘bucket list’. So, af- 
ter visiting nearly 20 countries (DX entities) in western 
Europe, it seemed about time to get there. Things fell into 
place when we (Marian and |) decided to go back to the Neth- 
erlands (Holland / PA) and take a return cruise from Amster- 
dam this past June. 


The Cruise we chose was a 12 day “Baltic” cruise (Germany, 
Sweden, Finland, Russia, Estonia, Denmark) leaving Amster- 
dam on 1 June, returning there on 12 June. We then decided 
to drive around ‘Holland’ and Belgium for another 3 weeks, including visiting several of Marian's 
relatives there, some she had never met, some of whom we had. 


As usual for us, we plan our Summer vacations well in advance and we are rather detailed and com- 
plete. So, way back in the late summer / early fall of last year (2012), we began planning our trip. 

| usually set the start date close to when Marian gets out of her school job (actually Librarian / Pro- 
fessor at Los Angeles Harbor College).... and set the end date based on flights to/from our destina- 
tions--and whether 'upgrades' are available (important for the long flights). With that set, we 
planned a pretty comprehensive vacation over nearly five weeks in Europe. When | realized that 
we'd be stopping in Helsinki, | immediately thought of our long time friend and world renowned 
DXer / DXpeditioner, Martti Laine, OH2BH. | sent Martti an email way back in Sept 2012 asking 
that since we were planning on being in Helsinki in early June (of 2013) whether he might be avail- 
able for a visit and lunch the single day of our cruise ship stop. He answered that we sure like to 
plan FAR in advance; and | replied that | Knew he was quite a busy person and wanted to suggest a 
visit with him early to get on his 'calendar'’. He replied further that he thought he would be and 
looked forward to our visit. F 


Anyway, jumping way forward to the start of our trip, we left in time to 
stay over one night in Amsterdam to reduce the jet lag of such along | 
flight (through Chicago). It worked very well and after having breakfast 
the morning of 1 June, we got to the cruise ship terminal by the local 
tram and a short walk to begin the boarding of the cruise 

ship Celebrity Constellation - what a beauty it is too. We got up- 
graded to a nicer cabin with a very nice balcony too.. WOW.. very, 
very nice! 


After stops in northern Germany (Wannemunde / Rostock area) and 
Stockholm, we docked in Helsinki. As we left the ship, there was 
Martti to meet us and show us around his beautiful city and country. 


By the way, he had just returned from a trip to the Azores (CT2 (old) / 
CU (now)) earlier in the week. His vehicle of choice is a Volvo with 
ample room and more. (I didn't realize that his choice would ; 
also influence the replacement of my now totaled '01 Cadillac Eldorado with a '12 VOLVO C70.) 


After driving around Helsinki for a bit, we stopped at a local market adjacent to the water. Parking 
was sparse, but, Martti found a great spot and we walked around viewing many local items including 
tasting one of the local delicacies (sort of like deep fried minnows - | don't recall their name)! After 
that we viewed several local sights including one that was VERY popular, with over half a dozen 
LARGE touring busses (most probably from our ship). Driving up in his car and parking among the 
many large tour busses made us feel VERY special - people were eyeing us and wondering just 
WHO we were to rate such special treatment - THANKS Martti!!! 


After this very popular local attraction (Sibelius Monument), we also went to the church of the rock, 
Temppeliaukio Church, which is Martti's own church and where his son was married recently as 
well. After a nice, unrushed visit to the unique, im- i 

pressive church, Martti drove us out into the country- 
side. 


He has two spots there in Finland; one where he 
spends the most time - his home on the outskirts of 
Helsinki with a single tower and SteppIR an- 

tenna; and his ‘special’ place, a cabin in the woods 
with THREE large towers with big antennas and his 
main operating Radio station. On the way to his 
place, we stopped at a quaint local cafe for a bite to 
eat. It was quite a nice place where, of course, he 
was well known by the owner and others. After a 
nice lunch, we went on to his cabin - over an hours 
drive from Helsinki. We passed one large tower in- 
stallation on the way to his. Then we got to his 
place. 
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WOW..... The pictures show largely why he is heard so well when he is on the air from there! I'll 

let the pictures speak for themselves.... they explain the BIG signal that Martti has from there and 
remotely, sometimes, from his home. His other operations and stations around the world clearly 
show his hand in their installation and performance as well! It was all VERY nice as was 

his impressive Yaesu station of FT-5000's that he can and often does control remotely from his main 
QTH within the city limits of Helsinki and other places as well. We then went back toward Helsinki, 
stopping at his main QTH for a short visit with his lovely wife, Leena. Even though that QTH seems 
to also be in the country, with easy water access to the Sea, it is really a suburb of Helsinki!! Both 
places are VERY nice and both have one of the Finns favorite pass times -- a family sauna. Martti 
told us that the sauna is a passionate and important presence in most Finnish homes! 


We then motored back to Helsinki and to the Constellation in plenty of time to avoid being left be- 
hind! It was a thoroughly interesting and enjoyable visit with an old friend in his beloved and beauti- 
ful country. He was also impressed with Marian's knowledge of Finland (not so much with 

mine... she IS a Librarian, after all, and she reads quite widely too). Guess I'll have to brush up on 
OH-land history and other facts for our next visit with each other -- this coming April's DX Conven- 
tion in Visalia. He's indicated already his plan to attend. 


The next stop was St Petersburg, Russia and a two-day guided tour of their tourist high points; but, 
rest assured we got FAR more background and other desirable information in the few hours with 
Martti then we did in the two days of ‘scripted’ info in St Pete and other places we visited.

A CEPT country made it easy to operate. | would be CT7/NK6A. | had 
made a few contacts over the last year with two Hams in Portugal; David, CT1DRB and Marq, 
CT1BWW. David met us at our hotel in Lisbon and took my wife and me out to see his side of the 
Tejo River. We visited a historic frigate (1843,) which also had a modern radio on board, and later 
visited a Navy base with a radio club, CSSNRA. David is in the Portuguese Air Force but is also 
vice-president of the Navy radio club. 


The station consists of a number of older rigs (1970s Yaesu plus a newer Yaesu FT950. 


There is a room devoted to old radios and test equipment. A few examples:

ZM90DX PRESS RELEASE #1 


After World War 1 and with the banishment of radio amateurs to the supposedly "useless shorter 
wavelengths" an amazing period of radio exploration took place. Amateurs all over the globe soon 
learned that far from being useless these wavelengths seem to allow communication over long dis- 
tances. Amateurs in ZL were at the forefront of this activity with the first ZL to VK QSO in April 1923, 
and then world record distance QSOs between ZL and Argentina in May 1924, ZL and California in 
September 1924, ZL and Connecticut on the US east coast just weeks later, and the ultimate Z4AA 
Frank Bell's QSO with Cecil Goyder G2SZ in London on 18 October 1924. 


To commemorate the 90th anniversary of the record breaking activities of these early pioneers of 
Amateur Radio, ZM90DX will be on the air between 1 October 2013 and 31 October 2014 on all 
bands 1.8 MHz to 1.2 GHz and beyond in all modes. Activated by the Kiwi DX Group, an informal 
group of DXers and contest enthusiasts, ZM90DX will be used around New Zealand and a special 
commemorative QSL card will be available as well as an award program for contacts with ZL during 
this period. 


Not only will ZM90DX be active at expected times and on expected bands, but in the spirit of those 
early pioneers the ZM90DX operators will also be calling CQ on bands and in directions one may 
not necessarily expect with the intention of exploring the boundaries of radio propagation. 


This will be an unparalleled opportunity for Amateurs all over the world to work ZL while celebrating 
the exploits of those early trail blazers whose work paved the way for radio communications as we 
know it today.
